An inſtitution of this 
kind is ſo generous and extenſive in its nature, that it affords in- 
ſtruction on the moſt eaſy terms to all who are deſirous of im- 
provement. The opulent friend to learning may be furniſhed 
with authors not generally found in private collections; whilſt 
the genius which might languiſh and be diſcouraged for want 
of proper opportunities, may have acceſs. to many volumes, con- 
taining the experience of paſt ages and the preſent times, When 


men thus poſſeſs the means of being acquainted with the arts | 


and ſciences, it may juſtly be expected that important enqui- 
ries will be proſecuted, and the good of ſociety increaſed.
